Sea Cadets get grant 
to fix up Post Office 


The Deseronto Sea Cadet Corps 
hopes to be moving into new quarters 
soon. 


A rental agreement has been signed 
with the Federal Government, to use the 
whole second floor, and part of the third 
floor, in the Post Office building. 


A lot of clean-up and renovation will 
be required ...ceilings and walls have to 
be repaired, floors are in need of 
refurbishing and washroom facilities 
have to be improved. 


The corps asked for help through a 
Canada Works Program. The project 
was one of 18 programs which were 
given a recommendation by Jack Ellis, 
MP. for Hastings, and Employment 
Minister Bud Cullen has approved it 
now. 


The 18 approved programs will create 
70 jobs and 1633 work weeks in Hastings 
County. The Federal Government 
contribution totals $279,374. 


‘The cost in Deseronto would be 
minimal,’ said Carman Milligan, clerk 
treasurer. ‘Cost of the equipment would 
be about $20,000, which would be 
included in the capital cost over 40 
years. And operating costs of about $500 
to $1,000 would be built in to operating 
costs.’ 


CNIB campaign 
coming up soon 


‘As the Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind marks its 60th anniversary, 
it is preparing to expand and intensify its 
services to Canadians,’ said Don 
Lindsay, local CNIB Campaign 
Chairman. 


At a meeting for volunteer canvassers 
to kick off the CNIB annual appeal, Mr. 
Lindsay said,‘Over the years the Institute 
has focused in on seeking out job 
opportunities for visually handicapped 
persons.” 


He noted that back in 1918, when the 
CNIB began, the careers open to the 
blind could be counted on the fingers of 
one hand. Now, in 1978, over 40 
employment fields have been opened. 

Today, more than 3,000 blind 
Canadians hold full-time positions in 
industry.” 


‘We see the blind person as just 
another citizen but with a special and 
difficult problem. After his 
rehabilitation and training, he returns to 
the community as just another member 
of the work force,’ the chairman said. 


As well as the employment services 
department, The CNIB has throughout 
the years broadened its activities in 
rehabilitation and prevention of 
blindness services. Although library 
services were a part of the original 
mandate, during the past 60 years the 
service has expanded to the point where 
more than 1,000 Braille and recorded 
books are mailed daily across Canada. 


With this in mind, volunteer 
canvassers are preparing for business 
and household visits. The drive will take 
place from Sept. 29 to October 7.

Church organ has been providing 


‘sweet tones’ for 


What's the rest of the church look like 
from the inside of the pipe organ? 


John Hannaby, of R.R. 1, Bloomfield, 
and Ralph Whetstone of Deseronto 
could tell you. They've been working 
for the past couple of weeks, making 
repairs and renovations to the organ at 
Deseronto’s Presbyterian Church of the 
Redeemer 


For about 100 years, the organ has 
been providing music for the church’s 
congregation. Although the age of the 
organ is not known for sure, it was likely 
put in at the same time as the church was 
built, 97 years ago, in 1881. 


‘We found an old newspaper glued in 
the pipe as a shim,’ Mr. Hannaby said. 
‘And it was dated 1882.’ 


The organ has been serviced through 
the years and ‘It’s interesting to see the 
variety of the workmanship that has 
been done at different times,’ Ralph 
Whetstone said. But this time, it’s more 
than a usual servicing the instrument is 
getting. 


There are 500 or 600 pipes in the 
organ..some are long square wooden 
pipes, others are little metal pipes. 
Checking them for leaks and cracks is 
quite a job. 


John and Ralph were surrounded by 
the big wooden pedal pipes which were 
spread out on the floor in a back room 
of the church. 


‘The bigger the pipe, the deeper the 
sound it blows,’ said John, illustrating 
with a hefty breath on a five-foot pipe. 
And, indeed the sound was deep. 


An organ, he explained, is usually a 
blend of wood and metal pipes, and a 
rather hazardous climb through the 
innards of the organ, showed that this 
was so. 


Down below the pipes in the organ is 
the reservoir for air. Large flat stones, on 
top of the reservoir, keep the air 
pressure up. 


In the old days, air was pumped into 
the reservoir (bellows) by a hand pump 
and there were times when some 
youngster, engaged for the job, 
daydreamed, pumped too hard and 
blew the organ up. 


Nowadays, air is supplied by 
electricity, but the old hand pump can 


Ralph Whetstone has been skilfully manipulating the keyboard since the days of the 
silent films, when he kept up a running accompanimentto the action on the screen. He's 


almost 100 years 


still do the job if necessary. 


This organ is what they call a tracker, 
with air routes controlled by levers 
operated by the organist. This type has 
been around since the 1400's. More 
modern organs use electro-pneumatic 
controls, but some manufacturers are 
going back to the tracker set-up now. 


Mr. Hannaby talked about the 
instrument as a great ‘old girl’. ‘It’s 
funny,’ he said, ‘organs are called the 
King of Instruments, but we always refer 
to them as she.” 


‘This old girl was made by S.R. Warren 
of Toronto, a company that is now 
defunct,’ he said. ‘It was a well- 
respected company, revered for the 
quality of pipe work and known for the 
sweetness of its tone,’ and he played a 
piece of music ranging from high sweet 
notes to low, booming ones, to show its 
versatility. 


The mechanical work on the organ is 
pretty well done and all that remains 
now is to tune it. 


The metal pipes have a notch near 
one end, with a tab which can be curled 
shorter or spread out longer to control 
the pitch. 


John is the organist at St. Andrews 
Presbyterian Church in Picton, and he 
also builds harpsichords. He studied 
keyboard instruments in Toronto. 


Ralph Whetstone got his musical 
training with the navy. While he was on 
the permanent force, he was a 
bandmaster and later, for 27 years, he 
taught band players at Ontario high 
schools. Before he retired to become a 
music teacher in Deseronto, a year ago, 
he was director of music at Fort Frances. 


During the days of the silent movies, 
he used to play the organ and piano at 
theatres in Hamilton and remembers 
how impressed he was to see Kay Stokes 
of the old Happy Gang at the organ in 
Toronto's Hippodrome. 


John and Ralph were aiming to have 
the organ ready by last Sunday, for atrial 
run. They they will give it a final 
adjusting this week, to make sure it isin 
top form for a recital scheduled on 
Sunday, September 10. Organist for the 
recital is William Maddox, well-known 
and accomplished musician from 
Picton.

POTATO 


Brought to Europe in the early 1500's 
as an ornamental plant,this native of 
South America was not recognized as 
the valuable food that itis. In England its 
cultivation was neglected until the 
beginning of the next century and in 
France, as late as the 1750's, the potato 


was said to be unfit for human 
consumption as well as dangerous 
because of its alleged weakening 


Capacities. This seems strange in light of 
today’s knowledge: the potato is highin 
Vitamin C, rich in potassium, and also 
contains vitamins B and A, as well as 
proteine, iodine and starches 


I: was Anotine-Auguste Parmentier, 
an economist and agronomist, who in 
the 1780's finally succeeded in 
popularizing the potato; by the 1900's, it 
had become one of the staple foods of 
Europe after proving its worth during 
the ‘Irish potato famine’ of the mid 
1800's. To honour Mr. Parmentier his 
name is given to manydishes which 
always include potatoes in one form or 
another

A ghostly sail boat rising from the 
depths of the Long Sound?...or a sail 
boat sinking into it? 


Ted and Mary Lukeman of Port Hope 
sighted this sinking mast and sail Sunday

Some checking on the part of the 
Scanner on Monday morning got the 
information that ‘Yes‘, the OPP did 
know about it, but it wasn’t their 
responsibility....No’, the RCMP didn’t 
know about it...and ‘Yes’ the Coast 
Guard in Trenton did know about it but 
did not intend to mark it with any kind 
of warning light to alert navigators to the 
hazard.

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THIS BEATS HOME FREEZING 
Corn from truck to frozen package in 12 minutes 


From cob to fresh frozen corn niblets 
in 12 minutes, that’s the record they are 
setting at Metcalfe’s Foods in Deseronto 
these days. 


And they're handling from 275 to 300 
tons of cob corn a day. 


Sparked by the question from a very 
young reader... ‘How do they get the 
corn off the cobs and into the frozen 
packages?’ the Scanner set off to find 
out. 


And here’s how it’s done. 


First, the corn goes into a husker, with 
revolving rubber rollers with grooves to 
catch the ‘flag’ at the end of the corn 
and pull off the husk. 


Then the cob goes into the cutter, 
holding it point first. The cutter opens 
and follows down the contours of the 
cob. 


The kernels then go through a 
cleaner and out on an inspection table 
tor a final checking. 


The next step is a trip through a steam 
blancher to sterilize the kernels before 
freezing. This is in the form of along, flat 
tunnel with a conveyor belt inside. The 
speed of the conveyor and the amount 
of steam heat can be adjusted to suit 
different vegetables. 


After some cooling, into the freezer it 
goes for IQF (individual quick freezing). 


‘We don’t freeze in blocks, like they 
used to do,’ Bob Morris, Metcalfe 
manager said. ‘With the |QF process, the 
corn floats in the air while being frozen. 
The principle is that of an air tunnel. The 
corn is on an oscillating tray and the air 
blows up through holes in the tray.” 


‘It's not a very new process. In fact, 
Metcalfe’s had their first unit in 1950 and 
all the vegetables are done that way 
now. 


The temperature in the freezing area 
was at 20 degrees below zero F on the 
day the Scanner visited. It can go even 
lower. 


Well, that’s how the corn gets off the 
cobs and into the package. 


But how the corn and other 
vegetables get to the factory for 
processing and then on out to 


Boy’s Quick Action Saves House

business. 


In order to have produce to process 
when the harvesting is under way, 
contracts for acreage to be planted must 
be made with area farmers and the 
planning is done in January. 


‘Metcalfe’s has about 70 growers,’ Mr. 
Morris said. Planning is done within the 
framework of the Farm Products 
Marketing Board. ‘I think the 
aia, has a pretty good plan,’ he 
said. 


But even before the acreage contracts 
are arranged, Mr. Morris has to have a 
good idea of what his customers will 
want to buy.

‘We normally pre-sell at a price based 
on an average year and, if you contract 
to sell say a million pounds of peas and 
can’t produce them, it causes 
problems.” 


Metcalfe’s sell in Canada, the United 
States, Japan and England. In previous 
years, not much was sold on the west 
coast of Canada because of the cost of 
transportation from Ontario. ‘They 
could get it cheaper from the States, 
even taking into account the duty. But 
this year, we are selling some out there 
because of the devalued Canadian 
dollar.’ 


Most of our customers are secondary 
processers...they use the vegetables for 
soups, stews, frozen dinners, etc. Some 
of them pick up their own but we do 
lease five large trucks which can carry 
40,000 pounds each.’ 


The freezer storage area at Metcalfe’s 
can hold 13 and a half million pounds of 
products, which are stored in large 
wooden Totes, and can later be 
repacked into retail sizes. 


At the moment, the only canning 
being done is juice ...apple etc. All the 
vegetables are frozen. The main ones 
are peas, green and waxed beans, lima 
beans, corn, peppers, celery, potatoes 
(diced for soup), sliced and diced 
carrots, turnips and cauliflower. 


‘We're not into tomatoes,’ Mr. Morris 
said, ‘that would be a suicide trip.’ 


CROPS DOWN 


Peas and corn supplies have been a 
problem this year. ‘We only got about 
60% of the pea crop,’ he said, ‘and we're 
only going to get about a quarter of the

corn we should. The fields are uneven 
and some are blank in spots. We wantit 
to all come the same size at once, in a 
field.’ 


Ill take corn trom anywhere. 


Running all the equipment in the 
plant uses a lot of power, and Metcalfe’s 
has two power sources. In addition to 
getting some power from the town, it 
has its own hydro substation, with heavy 
voltage. 


There’s a permanent staff of about 40- 
45, some in the plant, others in the 
offices. But in the summer, the number 
of employees balloons as high as 250, 
depending on what crop is being 
processed. Peas, for example, take 
about 80 - 100 workers, but corn, which 
needs alot more inspection, takes more. 
Along about January and February, most 
of the work involves repacking. 


‘It's acrazy business,’ Mr. Morris said. 
‘Sometimes you're very busy, other 
times not.’ 


He came to the job ‘green’ about 
the processing part of it. He had over 20 
years experience with A & P so had a 
background of business and marketing. 
And the former manager stayed on fora 
year to help him get started.

ARTICHOKES 

This name is given to two plants. The 
one native to North America is called 
Jerusalem artichoke. Itis very hardy and, 
being related to the sunflower, grows 5 
to 12 feet tall, has large yellow fall- 
blooming flowers, and has roots that 
look like potatoes. This is the part used 
as food. 


The artichoke we encounter in the 
produce department of large 
supermarkets looks like a large green 
thistle and is called Globe artichoke. 
Being a native of the Mediterranean 
region it does not grow very easily in 
Canada because it needs more heat and 
sun than we can provide. However it is 
grown in abundance in California. 


Tackling fresh raw artichokes means 
removing the tough spiky-tipped outer 
leaves and trimming the top of those 
remaining with scissors. At least one- 
third of the leaves must be removed. 
Then the artichokes are washed, tied 
with string around the largest 
circumference, and put bases down ina 
pan of boiling salted water. They are 
cooked until, when the bottom of each 
is pressed lightly, it ‘gives’ (about 40 
mnutes of cooking). Drain upside down. 


Much easier to use by far and also 
easier to find are the canned artichoke, 
and the marinated artichoke hearts 
which are packed in jars. The marinated 
artichokes can be eaten right out of the 
jar just as lovers of olives or dill pickles 
sometimes eat their particular delicacy, 
or they are used in salads, in hors- 
d'oeuvres, and as garnishes. 


The plain artichoke hearts can be 
chilled and used as they come from the 
can to decorate a cold meat dish. They

can also be stuffed with shrimps or 
lobster, various vegetables, hard-boiled 
eggs, meat, fish, chicken salad, etc. 


To serve hot asa vegetable you can fry 
them in butter and sprinkle with 
parsley; blend them with a sauce; dip 
them in batter and deep-fry; stuff them 
with almost any food combination you 
can think of. 


Here are a few ideas. 


A LA LYONNAISE Lightly fry some 
chopped onion and sausage meat, fill 
the artichoke hearts, pour a good 
cheese sauce over top, sprinkle with 
grated cheese and brown under the 
broiler. 


A LA FLORENTINE Fill the artichoke 
hearts with spinach simmered in butter, 
and pour a cheese sauce...as above. 


RISOTTO Cook some chopped onion 
lightly in butter, add desired amount of 
raw rice and shake the pan to coat the 
grains well with butter. Add some light 
broth or chicken bouillon, cook 
covered till rice is done, add butter and 
grated Parmesan to taste. Fill the 
artichoke hearts, sprinkle with more 
Parmesan and brown in the oven. 


LUNCHEON SALAD Arrange canned 
artichoke and canned asparagus tips on 
lettuce. Pour this mixture over all: mix 
French dressing with chopped parsley, 
chopped chives, chopped pickles and 
chopped hard-boiled egg. 


MARINATED ARTICHOKE SALAD 
Break one head lettuce into salad bowl; 
add half pound or 8-oz can pitted black 
olives drained, and one jar (6 02) 
marinated artichoke hearts. Spoon the 
artichoke marinade over the salad as a 
dressing. Refrigerate until serving time.

Carmel in Israel. 


In this way, the ancient prophecy 
recorded by Micah was literally fulfilled.

You bet it 
is. Just ask the Claus family of 134 Brant 
Street in Deseronto 


‘The CNIB has been providing my 
special glasses ever since | was a kid,’ 
John Claus said. John has about 10% 
sight but, with his special glasses, he can 
enjoy television and can read most 
newsprint ... ‘But | wish you'd print the 
whole Quinte Scanner in that bold, 
black type,’ he said 


When | was a kid, | used to break the 
glasses just about every other week. 
Now they have safety lenses.’ 


Even with his limited eyesight, he did 
manage to play some baseball and 
football at school. ‘But | couldn’tsee the 
blackboard,” he recalled 


His eyes have worsened during the 
years but he still does some carpentry 
work in what he calls his ‘scheming 
room’, a little shop out back. 


‘1 schemed up those kitchen 
cupboards,’ he said, pointing to them 
with pride. ‘I did have to get someone 
else to cut along the lines in the wood 
though.” 


John isn’t the only member of his 
family to have problems with his 
eyesight. His brother, Vernon, also had 
bad eyesight from the time he was a 
youngster, and their mother, Mrs. Ada 
Claus, has been totally blind for the past 
several years 


Seventy-five-year old Mrs. Claus is in 
hospital right now, for problems other 
than her eyesight, but when she is 
home, she really enjoys the ‘talking 
books’ supplied by the CNIB. 


‘When she finishes one book, we 
package up the tape and return it to 
Toronto for another,’ John said. 


Mrs. Claus can’t see the television, but 
she still enjoys listening to it and follows 
her favourite soap operas every day. She 
can change the channels herself. 


She can get around the house pretty 
well and has the CNIB white cane to 
help her. Daughters and a daughter-in- 
jaw often bring in hot meals. 


Help with special problems is always 
available through a field worker and a 
case worker in Belleville.

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Calling area 
unfair 222 


One day last week, we noticed a very 
angry lady coming out of the pay phone 
booth at Scott's marina in Deseronto. 
Seems she got a ride on a sail boat down 
the narrows and had tried to call a 
neighbour, across the Long Reach on 
the Prince Edward County side, tocome 
and pick her up in the car and drive her 
home. 


She was upset because the call cost 
her 90 cents...‘Just to phone across the 
Reach. | could almost yell across,’ she 
said. 


She had other beefs too. ‘! could call 
friends in Am eliasburg from 
Deseronto toll free. But | have to pay 
long distance charges to call 
Am eliasburgh from my Northport 
home...right in the same county.’ 


The lady is not alone in her 
complaints. Businessmen in Picton, 
Bloomfield and Wellington have been 
complaining for some time that their 
expenses are much higher than if they 
were located in Deseronto, because so 
many of their phone calls to suppliers 
and customers have to be paid for on 
long distance rates. 


A business phone in Picton costs 
$12.30 a month and there are only about 
7,800 phone numbers that can be 
reached, toll free, in the Picton, 
Bloomfield, Wellington calling area. 


In Deseronto, on the other hand, a 
business phone costs $18.60 a month 
bu t, because calls to Napanee and — 
Belleville ...(and to Ameliasburg)...are 
toll free, about 31,800 phones can be 
called. 


Now, the local elected repres- 
entatives are trying to do something to 
reduce the disadvantages faced by 
Prince Edward County businesses. 
Picton Town council has endorsed a 
resolution passed by Hallowell 
Township Council to petition Bell 
Canada to include the Picton- 
Bloomfield area in the Belleville- 
Trenton local calling area, eliminating 
those heavy long distance call expenses.

PEPPER 


This fruit of the pepper plant, which 
grows to a height of 8 to 12 feet in 
tropical regions, comes to us under four 
different forms 


The pepper berry is of a green colour 
when it reaches the size of a pea. If it is 
picked at this time, it is packed in 
vinegar or water, bottled and sold as 
green peppercorns 


When allowed to ripen on the vin e, 
the berry turns red. Most of the crop is 
picked just when the berries begin to 
change colour. After going through a 
cleaning process, the berries are dried, 
at which point they turn black. These are 
the black peppercorns we use in 
pickling and in our pepper mills 


When the black peppercorns are 
ground and sifted, they form the black 
pepper we know best. 


if the black peppercorns are bruised 
and washed until they are free from the 
skin and the fleshy part of the fruit, and 
then they are dried, one is left with 
white pepper. While white pepper is not 
as strong as black pepper, it is used 
frequently where one does not want to 
be able to see specks of black, such asin 
white sauces. 


GREEN PEPPERSTEAK 


(per person) 

Sirloin or Porterhouse Steak, 1 

Salt, to taste 

Green Peppercorns, coarsely crushed, 1 
tbsp.

— Season the steak with salt and rub in 
the green peppercorns. Heat oil and 
butter in a deep skillet, saute the steak 
on both sides until done to taste.

Heat and ignite the brandy

the Prince Edward Day Care Centre in 
Picton. | still go there when I'm needed 
too.” 


The pre-school is not related to the 
county education system. It is owned 
and run by the parents who direct the 
teacher. 


It is not eligible for grants, so raising 
the money to get started was a problem. 


‘At first the parents directed their 
efforts to setting up the project, rather 
than to fund raising, but we will get into 
that later,’ Kathy Vowinckle said. ‘We 
have approached some community 
groups. The Sophiasburgh Fire 
Department has helped out and so has 
the Lake Ontario Cement Plant.

From Baghdad, Iraq, Reuter’s News 
Agency has reported the death of 
one,Obeid Abu Ali,lsb years of 
age. Twice married, Mr. Aliis survived by 
a majority of his 170 children(his eldest, 
a sprightly 86 years, noted that several of 
the children are not altogether 
legitimate), 


A farmer by profession, Mr. Ali's 
demise occurred when he fell off a roof 
His longevity was attributed to an 
abstinence from drinking and smoking 


The coroner's report aside, a number 
of questions remain unanswered 


What was Mr. Ali doing on a roof? 
He was, after all, a farmer of 
considerable experience - some 127 
years. Had he been driven to premature 
retirement, society's prejudic es against 
the aged being what they are? Had hein 
fact been forced to fulfill himself in yet 
another career, choosing roof-mending 
as the only occupation in which a novice 
could begin at the top of the ladder? 


What was the cause of the fall? Was it 
necessarily accidental? Have the 
authorities ruled out suicide? Social 
scientists have done preciously little 
sound empirical work on what has come 
to be known as the ‘136-year-old- 
depression-syndrome’. Have the 
possibilities of homicide been 
investigated - e.g. nudged off the roof 
by a 130-year-old brother whose 
thirteen decade arrested sibling rivalry 
finally exploded; pushed by a jealous 
husband, etc., etc.? 


Then there are the larger questions. 
those queries that tickle the underbelly 
of life in its profoundest sense 

Was Ali a good father? A good 


husband? A family man? It’s easy 
enough to have children(e.g. 170), wives 
(e.g-two?). But how much did he give of 
himself? ‘Really’ give of himself.’ 
Granted, he may have been a good 
provider, a hard worker. But how much

Good news but 
problems ahead 


To keep our readers upto date on 
the day-to-day battle with pollution 
in our waterways, here are some 
excerpts from press releases 
received recently 


FROM THE MINISTRY OF ENVIR- 
ONMENT, CANADA...Environment 
Minister Len Marchand says that at least 
some of the news about water quality in 
the Great Lakes these days is ‘good 
news 


There is no doubtin my mind that the 
deterioration of the Great Lakes has 
been arrested. Many of our recent 
scientific findings contain good news, 
even though serious problems remain 
to be solved.’ 


The Minister noted that, thanks tothe 
combined efforts of the governments of 
Canada, Ontario and the U.S., there has 
been real progress in upgrading 
municipal sewage treatment, 99 per 
cent completed in Canada and 63 
percent in the United States 


Other improvements in Lake Ontario 
have occurred in a lessening of 
Chlorophyll ‘a’, a measure of algae 
growth, which has resulted in clearer 
water and better swimming conditions 


As well, PCB's, DDE and Mirex residue 
in herring gulls are down from 1975 
levels. The decrease near both Toronto 
and Kingston is considered significant 
and reproduction rates in the fish- 
eating gulls in these areas are on the rise. 


Mr. Marchand also noted 
improvements in the Detroit River, Lake 
St. Clair and Lake Michigan since the 
Great Lakes Water Quality Agreement 
was signed between Canada and the 
United States in 1972. 


“When we signed that agreement, we 
knew that the Lakes were deteriorating 
rapidly. While many problems remain 
and some new ones confron us, | am 
pleased to report the good news today 
and | have every reason to expect it will 
be even better five years from now.’ 


Canada and the United States are 
expected to sign a revised Great Lakes 
Water Quality Agreement this fall.

Councillors have tried to get answers

Now they have brought the Ontario 
Ombudsman into the act to investigate 
the matter and a representative from the 
Ombudsman’s office will meet with 
town representatives this Friday 
afternoon, at one o'clock, in 
Deseronto’s municipal office. 


‘Anyone who wants to get in their 
two-cents worth can come,’ said 
Councillor David Martin of the ad hoc 
committee who had prepared a 17-page 
report on Deseronto’s water rates, 
which was presented to Council at 
Monday night's meeting. 


Back in 1972, the residents of 
Deseronto rejected a new water 
treatment program advanced by the 
Ontario Water Resources Commission, 
at an Ontario Municipal Board hearing 


How to get fired — and collect a pension 


Everyone who can read, or listen to the news, knows by now that plans 
are afoot to make it even more difficult to collect unemployment 
insurance if you’re unlucky enough to be laid off. 


Not that it’s all that easy right now. First of all, you can’t collect it unless 
you have worked a certain number of weeks (12 in Napanee for 
example). Then there is a two-week waiting period and then you get 
two-thirds of your previous salary for a limited period. 


If you get fired, there’s usually a 6-week hiatus before the 2 -week 
waiting period can begin. 


But there’s one job in Canada where you can get fired, after six years 
service, collect almost $5,000 a year for the rest of your life, and hold 
another job at the same time too. 


Members of Parliament who have held office for six years, can collect 
almost $5,000 a year upon their retirement or defeat ... in other words, if 
the electors want to ‘fire’ their member they can do it at the polls and, if 
the member has been an MP for six years, he or she collects the pension 
for the rest of his life. 


According to a story from Canadian Press, there are about 64 MP’s in 
the House of Commons right now who may have breathed a sigh of relief 
when Prime Minister Trudeau decided not to hold a general election this 
fall. 


They are the 64 who were first elected to the Commons in the October 
30, 1972 election and who were re-elected in 1974, a little less than the 
necessary six years. 


If there had been a general election this fall, and they had been 
defeated, they would have lost their right to the lifetime pension. 


Weather helped ducks 


If you've been around duck hunters, 
you've probably heard this expression 
or something like it...‘It’s a dirty day, fit 
for nothing but duck hunting’. 


Duck hunting in this area opened 
over the weekend and the weather man 
didn’t co-operate. It wasn’t cold and 
instead of overcast, there was an 
extensive fog for the first hour on 
Saturday morning. 


Hunter's success was down through 
the whole area. In the Napanee district 
area, which covers Prince Edward 
County and parts of Frontenac, Lennox 
and Addington, Hastings and 
Northumberland Counties, the average 
kill was 1.5 ducks per hunter.

because the cost of $150 a year was too 
expensive for the average taxpayer. 


In 1974, the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment advanced the current 
program at an estimated cost of 
$1,338,606, of which Deseronto’s share 
would be one third..or $448,433. This 
total would result in an annual cost of 
$90 per household and it was accepted 
by residents. 


In a letter dated July 7, 1976, Council 
was informed that the~ Ministry's 
typical home charges had been 
recalculated to $195 a year, exclusive of 
the Town's administration charges. 
Actual constructon cost had risen to a 
new estimate of $3,560,680 from 
$1,338,606. 


Deseronto citizens were not afforded 
the opportunity of making a decision on 
the actual costs of this project as they 
were not consulted in regard to 
escalating costs between 1974 and 1976, 
when it became obvious that first 
estimates were greatly in error. 


‘The Ministry of the Environment 
appears to have been overly aggressive 
in obtaining a potab le water supply for 
the town and can certainly accept some 
blame for the current situation,’ Mr. 
Martin said in his report to council. ‘This 
committee would conclude that the 
MOE either deliberately under- 
estimated the cost of the project or were 
unbelievably careless in the 
composition of the estimate because (a) 
the original estimate did not even 
include a water pumping station and (b) 
the Ministry cannot show one project of 
equivalent size that was completed for 
anywhere near the 1.3 million estimated 
during the 1970's’. 


The report also said that the firm 
responsible for the original estimate 
boosted the original engineering fees 
from $80,000 to $600,000 and have not 
been re-employed by the MOE to 
complete any similar projects. 


‘This would indicate that the Ministry 
itself has cause to suspect incompetence 
on the part of the engineering firm,’ Mr. 
Martin said. 


The ad hoc committee made two 
recommendations which were passed 
by Council Monday night. One was that 
Council pursue the appeal to the 
Ombudsman for a permanent 
resolution of the dispute with the 
Ministry of the Environment. The 
second was that Deseronto not exceed, 
in the current year’s payments to the 
MOE, $33,144 less the amount already 
paid for the water tower debenture for 
this year which MOE was to assume.

EDITORIAL 


The Ontario Home Renewal Program 
is falling into disrepute. 


In the beginning, it sounded like a 
great idea. A town such as Deseronto 
would pass a property standards by-law, 
then the Ontario Ministry of Housing 
would provide loan money to owner- 
occupiers so they could bring their 
homes up to the standards. Jobs would 
be created for carpenters, plumbers and 
others in the building trades and, as the 
loans were repaid, the money would be 
available to help someone else. 


Itsounded good, as long as the money 
was forthcoming from the Provincial 
Ministry. But that’s the rub...the 
Ministry hasn't been coming through 
with the full municipal entitlements 
which we re established by a formula 
the Ministry itself set up. There was no 
guarantee that the full per capita 
allotments of each municipality would 
be met, but the formula did create 
expectations and the actual amounts 
received have been far below 
expectations. 


According to the Ministry of 
Housing's frequent press releases, the 
objective of the OHRP program is to 
help correct faulty structural and 
sanitary conditions and to upgrade 
plumbing, heating, insulation and 
electrical systems of owner-occupied 
homes. It is directly oriented to low and 
moderate income homeowners with a 
maximum annual income of $12,500. 
Loans of up to $7,500 may be given to 
elegible applicants to bring their homes 
up to the standards adopted by their 
municipality. A portion of a loan can be 
forgiven, depending upon the income 
of the recipient. Interest rates vary from 
zero to 8%, again depending on the 
income. 


Many municipalities have found 
themselves in the same awkward 
position Deseronto is in now...people 
are applying for the loans and there is 
not enough money to go around. 


In Welland, for example, there is now 


a waiting list of 82 homeowners, some of 
them have been waiting two years for 
the loans which they were led to believe 
would be available much sooner. 


Estimates of improvement costs are 
required from loan applicants, but the 
quotations given by contractors and 
workmen several years ago are out of 
date now. Some of the applicants in 
Welland are giving up and offering their 
homes for sale. 


Deseronto Council ran into a 
somewhat similar problem at Monday 
night’s meeting. 


Marvin Brooks, enforcement officer 
for the new property standards by-law, 
is paid on a per-inspection basis for 
inspections made concerning OHRP 
loans. He gets $40 for the initial 
inspection, but he had asked Council if 
they would pay another $15 for second 
inspections required this year for OHRP 
applications which were not able to be 
funded last year. The request was 
denied at this time. 


Perhaps it’s time the Ontario 
Government took another look at the 
funding for its OHRP program. Ina time 
of such high unemployment, the full 
operation of the OHRP program could 
give a much needed boost to Ontario’s 
municipalities and, at the same time, 
help provide more adequate housing 
for the lower income groups through 
repayable loans.

‘Activities normally associated with 
fishing will be allowed under the terms 
of the leases held by the commercial 
fishermen.” 


Itinerant commercial fishermen and 
sports fishermen currently have 
available to them one lot close toa dock 
maintained by Small Craft Harbours 
Branch, Department of Fisheries. A 
second nearby lot will also be made 
available to them as soon as the 
Canadian Wildlife Service has arranged 
for the necessary land surveys.

Who makes the decisions and pays 
the bills if a commercial water meter in 
Deseronto needs repairs or 
replacement? 


At present, water is metered to some 
16 commercial locations. Residential 
water is on a flat rate, with no meters 


The Ministry of the Environment is 
responsible for water mains up to the 
boundary of a private property. From 


there on, the water system is the 
responsibility of the owner of the 
property 


But the water meters in commercial 
Properties are not owned b y the 
Ministry. They are owned by the Town 


There was a lengthy discussion at 
Monday night's meeting of Deseronto 
Council over who would make 
decisions about meters and pay any 
costs...the Town or the Public Utilities 
Commission 


The discussion was sparked by a 
proposed by-law authorizing an 
agreement between the Town and the 
PUC, under which the PUC would be 
responsible for billing and collection of 
water and sewer rates and would turn 
over the money to the Town after 
deducting $2.66 for each invoice issued 


The agreement would be retroactive 
to May 1, when the new water system 
went into operation 


Freda Vick, chairman of the PUC, who 
attended Council's meeting, pointed 
out that the PUC would b e just ‘a 
collection agency’, and that there was 
no built-in funding in the proposal to 
carry out repairs to meters or other 
similar jobs 


All we're arguing about is 16 lousy 
water meters and one sewer meter,’ one 
councillor commented

This group is sponsoring 23 public 
meetings this fall in Ontario and the 
Great Lakes States, on behalf of the 
International Joint Commission, to 
explain the implications of an intensive 
five-year study on pollution inthe Great 
Lakes from land us activities. 


This final report, pinpointing 
agricultural and urban runoff as main 
non-point pollution sources, was 
released in July 


After the public meetings in the fall, 
ten formal public hearings will be held 
to accept briefs and presentations on 
the report, prior to making 
recommendations to the Governments 
of the United States and Canada.

RIDEAU-TRENT-SEVERN.. The dem- 
ands of over one hundred users of the 
Rideau waterway who attended a 
meeting in Westport in August have 
sorced a second Rideau sector public 
meeting to respond to proposals aimed 
at developing the Rideau, Trent Severn 
corridor as a major tourist area.

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Sneezing? Watery eyes? Stuffy nose? 


Many Canadians are only too familiar 
at this time of year with the symptoms of 
hay fever -- sneezing, watery eyes anda 
stuffed-up nose. 


The number one enemy of hay fever 
sufferers is ragweed. Other plants 
produce air-borne pollen, but none in 
the abundance or with the same toxic 
quality as ragweed. 


Three species of ragweed occur in 
Canada, with one, the common 
ragweed, found in every province. 


‘With the clearing of land and the 
intensification of agriculture, ragweed 
has spread and become a serious pest,’ 
says Cliff Crompton, a weed specialist 
with Agriculture Canada in Ottawa. 


But, while the ragweed hay fever 
sufferer in central Canada wonders 
when he may again breathe freely, his 
counterparts in the Maritimes and most 
of western Canada should be free of the 
distressing symptoms. 


‘This is because the common ragweed 
has made itself most at home in the low- 
lying areas of Quebec and Ontario. 
From mid-August to mid-September, 
hay fever sufferers in these areas, 
particulary in and around the cities of 
Montreal and Toronto will be plagued 
by the highest ragweed pollen counts in 
the country,’ Mr. Crompton says. 


In the Atlantic region, ragweed stands 
are only extensive in certain areas such 
as the Annapolis Valley. Even in those 
areas the problem is nowhere as serious 
as in Ontario and Quebec. 
Newfoundland in particular is a haven 
from ragweed hay fever. 


Manitoba has the dubious distinction 
of being a major center for the giant 
ragweed. Infestations of giant ragweed 
occur in the agricultual districts of the 
Red River Valley and pollen counts 
there are high enough to bring on the 
sniffles. 


The three most western provinces are 
almost free of ragweed pollen. The one 


exception is the southeastern part of 
Alberta where several plants related tq 
ragweed are common. Hay fever 
sufferers tend to be sensitive to plants 
such as bur-ragweed and false ragweed.

A terse announcement issued by the 
Canadian Union of Postal Workers 
(CUPW) states that strike committees 
are being organized for a possible strike 
in the fall. Postmaster-General Gilles 
Lamontagne replies, ‘there is still hope’ 
a strike can be averted ‘as long as we can 
communicate’ 


Intricate, subtle manoeuvering! 
Twenty-three thousand mail sorters and 
postal clerks pitted against the might of 
the federal government ({i.e., the 
people's representatives) 


And the key issues? The union 
suggests ever-so-politely that the postal 
contract which has expired over a year 
ago requires attention. The government 
huffs that a contract might have indeed 
reached union headquarters if union 
members had not balked at installing 
new machinery and hiring additional 
non-union labour, thereby improving 
such incidentals as the delivery of mail 
and recovery of lost letters. The union 
snorts that such innovations would 
affect postal jobs so significantly as to 
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preclude the need tor any contract, The 
government retorts slyly that one less 
letter {i.e., the contract) in the mail 
would itself alleviate postal delivery 
pressures 


Razor sharp minds! Makes you want 
to grow up and be a national leader 


The solution? Close down the post 
office! Not such a strange suggestion 
Think about it. What would be the 
consequences? 


Twenty-three thousand mail sorters 
and postal clerks, a postmaster-general 
and one-or-two unionists would lose 
their jobs. True, it’s sad. But evaluate the 
situation. The twenty-three thousand, 
obviously unhappy with their lot in life, 
what with their biennial bickering, 
would seemingly find greater 
fulfillment in another area of endeavour 
(in fact, the country owes them the 
opportunity for renewed self- 
actualization). The postmaster-general 
could be offered an alternate career — 
prime minister, retirement. The 
unionists would have to go out and find 
another union, perhaps through a 
Manpower Centre. 


But, you say, what about the mail?

Warning! Silage gas can be hazardous 


Agricultural safety experts in Ontario 
are concerned that silage gas could bea 
problem again this fall. Three farm 
workers near Gananoque were killed as 
a result of exposure to this highly toxic 
gas in 1977 


Jim Ross, Senior Safety Consultant for 
the Provincial Farm Safety Association 
says that a large variation in climate 
during this growing season may have 
placed enough stress on the corn crop 
to allow it to produce silage gas once the 


plant material is put into the silo. 


Mr. Ross advises farmers that crops 
should be mature before they are cut, 
also that harvesting should be avoided 
immediately after a rainfall. 


Silage gas may be rcognizable as a 
yellowish-brown gas with a bleach-like 
odour. It can form within hours of filling 
a silo. The Association advises farmers 
that the problem with the gas is that is 
may be present for two to three weeks, 
once the silo is filled.
